REGULATI(»4S 
FOR STAMPS 

Better Read This and Govern 
Younelf Accord- 

Washington, Jan. 8. - Regulations 
to g(]v<rn the placing of war tax 
stamps on conveyances of real prop- 
erly were issued today by t'um i is- 
sioner of Internal Revenue Osborne. 
The tax is fifty cents on deeds that 
amount to more than $100 and less 
than $500, w th fifty centradditional 
for each ^'>(»^ or fraction over $300. 

Where the consideration ia nomi- 
nal, or 11. the tax must be computed 
upon the actual va.ue <<{ the proper- 
ty conveyed, liens deducted, and the 
executor becomes liable for the pen- 
alty if the proper amount of stamps 
is not affixed. A quit claim deed is 
not subject to the tax, nor aro oil 
leases, and mining leases which con- 
vey no title. Deeda to cover gifts in 
a family or from an individual to a 
municipality are not taxable. 

The internal revenue bureau also 
haa is sued further regulation affec^ 
ing the payment of the tax on bills 
of lading. It announced that al- 
though it is the .shipper's duty to 
pay the tax, the carrier may pay. 
and ia jointly reaponaibla in ease any 
bni is not stamped. 

The law, it was explained, does 
^ not apply to parcel post shipments. 
Street railways are subjaet to the 
raquirementa when they accept 
goods for transportation as part of 
thair fsgalar biislnsss.

Parasltea are 
found In many different tissues, as 
the brain, ainaaea of the head, air 
pasaagee, tangs, liver, stomach, In- 
teattnaa, mnaclaa, blood, etc., and ex- 
tamaliy on aad ta tha akin, la tho 
I aara, etc. Btiam of fhaaa «a«i)i me- 
chanical diatnrbancasa othan eraate 
or manufacture Unlna wblak ara In- 
jorioua to tba aalaud latai^ad. aeme 
traaavtt diaaaaas. Soma aalmais 
may carry aaa lam of paraatta which 
may latar lafaat ottar aataMda a 
dilaiaat s p aalaa la a dUtorant farm. 
Soma of thasa paraaltaa ara trans- 
formad fkaia aalaula to aaa aad vice 
i Teraa. 

Animal paraaltaa annually cause 
great pecuniary loss, and tor other 
reasons briefly enumeratad above. 
I more attention should be accorded 
the domestic animals; andabouldany 
suspicion be directed to an animal, 
competent veterinary advloa ahonld 
be Immediately secured.

I also leave to the 
beneficence of my country my adopt- 
ed daughter, Homtia Nelson Tlioin- 
8on, and I desire she will use in fu- 
ture the name of Nelson only. TIk'sp 
are tha only favors I ask of my kiii»; 
and country, at this moment when I 
am going to fight tbeir iMttle. May 
Ood bless my king and my country, 
and all those I hold dear! My rela- 
tions, it is needless to mention; they 
win of eonrse be amply provided for.'
